BLACK FIEND 


The Monster Expiates His 
Horrible Crime. 


He Violates a Child, Then Tears Her 
~~ Limb from Limb. 


Infuriated Citizens Seour the Coun- 
try Until They Find Him. 


They Torture the Wretch With Redhot 
_trons from Feet to Head, Then 
Burn Him at the 


Stake.

8y Telegraph to The Times. a 
Panis (Tex.,) Feb. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Henry Smith, the negro 
ravisher of four-year-old Myrtle Vance, 


| has expiated in part his awful crime by 


death at the stake. Ever since the 
perpetration of histerrible deed this 
city and the entire surrounding country 
have been in a wild frenzy of excite- 
ment. When the news came last night 
that he was captured at Hope, Ark., and 
identified, the city was wild with Joy 
over the apprehension of the brute. 
Hundreds of people poured into the 


word was passed from lip to lip that 
the punishment 6f the fiend should be 
death by fire. The whisky-shops were 
closed, unruly mobs were Revirees 
schools were dismissed by proclamation 
of. the Mayor and everything done 
in a business-like manner. The law 
was laid aside and the citizens took 
inte their own hands the inhuman beast 
and burned him at the stake. Never 
before since the days of the Spanish 
Inquisition has there been such a ter- 
rible punishment meted out to any man. 

The history of the crime is as follows: 
On Thursday last Smith picked up 
little: Myrtle Vance, aged 3% years, 
near her father’s (Policeman Henry 
Vance) residence, and, carrying her 
to a pasture near the outskirts 
of -the city, first viciously as- 
saulted the innocent babe, and, after 
satisfving his fiendish passion, took one 
little limb in each hand and literally 
tore herin twain. Then, covering the 
dead body with leaves.and brush, he 
lay down and slept calmly through the 
night by tue side of his victim. 

MAKES HIS BSCAPE. 

‘h Friday morning Smith went to 
the house of his wife and forced her to 
cook him his breakfast. After eating 
ithe left town. The child’s remains 
wére found on Friday afternoon, and 
when the news of the atrocious crime 
spread the whole town turned out in 
chase. The railroads put up bulletins 
offering free transportation to all who 
would joinin the search. Posses went 
out in every direction, and not a stone 
was left unturned. Smith was tracked 
to Detroit on foot, where he jumped a 
freight train and left for his old home 
in Arkansas. Yesterday he was cap- 


| tured near Hope, Ark., and was fully 


identified. This morning he was 
brougnt through Texarkana, where 
5000 people awaited the train anx- 
jous to see the man who should receive 
the fate of Ed Coy. At that place 
speeches were made by prominent Paris 
citizens, who asked that the prisoner 
| be not molested by Texarkana people, 
but that the guard be allowed to de- 
liver him up to the outraged and indig- 
nant citizens of Paris. Along the road 
the train gathered strength froftn vari- 
ous towns, people crowding upon the 
platforms and tops of the coaches to 
see the negro who was s0 soon to be de- 
livered to an infuriated mob. Arriving 
here at 12 o’clock the train was met by 
asurging mass of humanity, 10,000 
strong. 
TORTURED WITH RED-HOT BRANDS. 

The negro was placed upon a carnival 
float in mockery of a king on his throne. 
and, followed by an immense crowd, 
was escorted through the city so that 
all might see the inhuman monster. 
When the procession had marched 
through the principal streets it halted 
in the open prairie, about 300 yards 
from the Texas and Pacific, depot. 
Here Smith was placed upon a‘scaffold 
six feet square and ten feet high, 
securely bound, within view of all be- 
holders. Here he was tortured for fifty 
minutes by red-hot iron brands being 
thrust against his quivering body. 
Commencing at his feet, the brands 


| were placed against him inch by inch, 


until they Were thrust against his face. 
Words to describe the awful torture 
| inflicted upon Smith cannot be found. 
The story appals. one with its fearful 
and awfulterror. The negro for a long 
time after starting on the journey to 
Paris did not realize his plight. At 
last, when he was told he must die the 
most awful death by slow torture 
that human mind could conceive, he 
begged for protection. He was willing 
to be shot, and begged Marshal Shank- 
lin of Paris to doit, but was told he me 
to be burned todeath. His agony was 
awful. He writhed and appealed in 
mental and bodily pain in anticipation. 
Scarcely had the train reached Paris 
than the torture commenced. His 
clothes were torn off piecemeal and 
scattered in the crowd, the people catch- 
ing shreds and putting them awav as\me- 
mentoes. The  child’s father, her 
brother and tw6 uncles then gathered 
about the negro as he was fastened to 
the torture platform and thrust hot 
irons into his quivering flesh. It was 
horrible. This man was dying by slow 
torture in the midst of smoke from his 
own burning flesh. Every groan from 
the wretch, every contortion of his 
body, was cheered by the thickly-packed 
crowd of ten thousand people. The 
mass of beings was 600 yards in diame- 
ter, the scaffold being in the center. 
After burning his Aeet and legs, hot 
irons were rolied up and down Smith’s 
stomach, back and arms. Then the 
eyes were burned out andirons thrust 
down his throat. The mén of the Vatice 
family having wreaked their vengeance, 
the crowd piled all kinds of combusti. 
ble stuff around the scaffold, poure 
oil on it and set it afire. The 
negro rolled and struggled and tossed 
out of the mass, Only to be pushed back 
by the people nearest him. He 
tossed out again and was roped and 
pulled back. Hundreds. of people

It is stated that Smith’s mo- 
tive for the crime was that, while drunk 
and disorderly once, he was arrested by 
Officer Vance, who was compelled to use 
|his clubon him. For this the negro 
swore vengeance, and several times as- 
saulted Vance. 
isnness came Thursday, when he com- 
mitted the awful crime for which he 
has paid the last penalty. Vance is 
prostrated with grief, and his wife lies 
at death’s door from nervous prostra- 
tion, 


THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 


It Continues to Occupy the Greatest 
Publie Attention. 


Senator Frye Says if Great Britain Should 
Enter Any Protest Against Annaxa- 
tion It Would Be Presump- _ 
oom and Impudent,

Wasnineton, Feb. 1. [By the Asso- 
ciated Prvss.| The principal devélop- 
ment in connection with the Hawaiian 
situation today is the announcemenc 
that Secretary of State Foster has 
given up his trip to Paris next week, 
whither he was going as agent of the 
United States tb. attend the meeting of 
the Bering Sea arbitrators. In view of 
the necessities of. the situation which 
has suddenly presented itself, it has 
been decided expedient that he should 


close of his term of office. He will, 
however, meet the «arbitrators at 
the date of their adjourned meet- 
ing on March 23. ,Senator Frye 
of Maine, _ the leading member 
of the Committee. on Foreign Relations, 
who has taken an active interest in all 
matters relating to the control of the 
outlying islands in the Pacitic Ocean, 
said today: ‘I have for years observed 
with regret the acquisition by foreign 
powers of the desirable coaling stations 
and harbur privileges on the several 
islands. until mow there are none left 
save this one on the Sandwich Islands: 
l am in fayorsf naking sure of this one 
by taking Hawaii inte our possession. 
fhe protest of England against 
“annexation on our part, if déemed best 
by. this Government, would be pre- 
sumptuous and impudent. I imagine it 
will be confined to the presentation of 
a diplomatic note, to which the Secre- 
tary of State will make reply that En- 
gland did not consult us or our interests 
when she made an agreement with Ger- 
many to divide the islands of the Pa- 
cifis with that power, and she certainly 
can have no ground for objection if we 
see fit to take Hawaii, the only terri- 
tory now remaining in that ocean.”’ 
PREDOMINA NCE OF INTERESTS, 

A prominent mémber of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs of the House 
saidtoday: ‘Of course, argument will 
be made that itis in violation of our 


long-established principle of human lib- : 


erty for usto take possession of these 
islands and deprive the natives of self- 
government. That question, however. 
does not properly arise. 
is that of the predominance of interests 
in these islands by the United States 
and the relations existing between Ha- 
waii and the United States by reason o1 
position. The dominating interest 
of Hawaii. by possession, is held 
in the United States, and by posi- 
tion the Sandwich Islands form an out- 
post for the United States. It is 


-acknowiedged among nations that 


conditions establish in the country thus 
interested the right to control or pro- 
tect the outpost. In this we have a 
strong case. 
the islands shall be controlled and how 
far the natives be preserved is inci: 
dental and comes after the other.”’ 


TOPOGRAPHY OF HAWAII 


| Duplicate Copies of the Maps of the 
Islands to Be Made. 


Wasuincton, Feb. 1. —|By the Asso-

The copies, and the rest 
of the originals not duplicated, will be 
given to Secretary Foster for reference 
in the conference he isto have Satur- 
day with the annexation commission- 
ers. It is also probable that duplicates 
of. these maps will be furnished to 
the Navy Department trans- 
mission to the naval force in Hawaiian 
waters. Secretary of State Foster 
held a conterence this morning with 
Senator Morgan, the leading Democratic 
member of ‘the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, and with Senator 
Blount of Georgia, chairman of 
the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs. ‘The Secretary also had a 
talk on the Hawaiian situation with 
Representative Hitt of Illinois, ex- 
chairman of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, and the lead- 
ing Republican member of that commit- 
tee. These gentlemen came singly and 
gave their views with reference to this 
question. 
VESSSLS HELD IN READINESS, 

There are no indications of any ma- 
terial increase to be made in the num- 
ber of United States naval vessels in 
Hawaiian waters. No developments 
that will lead to bloodshed in Honolulu 
or elsewhere in the islands have: come 
to light, and it is the belief in naval 
circles. that the force of marines 
and sailors on the Boston is sufficient 
to protect American interests and main- 
tain order. One vessel may be sent to 
support the Boston, and thé’ informa-

An ‘Important Decision of Interest -to 
Builders and Laborers. 

San Francisco, Feb. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| J. S. Mills brought ac- 
tion some timé ago against the La Verne 
Land Company of Los Angeles to en- 
force an asserted lien under the me- 
chanics’ lienlaw. The court below sus- 
tained the general demurrer to the 
complaint, and judgment was rendered 
for the defendants.

The Coroner’s inquest yesterday 
brought to the grand jury room at the 
Courthouse a large crowd of interested 
spectators, who listened tothe evidence 
of the .fourteen witnesses examined 
with the closest interest, and well might 
they, for some startling disclosures 
were made. Bentley was privileged to 
appear, but refused. 

The evidence adduced showed Bent- 
ley, the accused wife-murderer, of being 
at leastadesigning wretch, capable of 
almost any.. crime that would further 
his ends, while his actions regarding 
the medicines he forced his protesting 
wife to take were of the most suspicious 
character. 

The evidence of Clotilde Focada, the 
housekeeper, was of the most damn-! 
ing character against Bentley, while 
that of Edward Willigrode, although 
egually discovering his own vacillating 
character, tended to show the true 
character of Bentley in all its wick- 
edness. 

When the jury returned from Rose- 
dale Cemetery, where they viewed the 
remains of the late Mrs. Bentley, they 
were breakfasted and then taken to the 
Courthouse, where the inquest was held. 

THE 8ON’S TESTIMONY, 

Will Nordholt, the son of the dead 
woman, was the first witness called. 
Young Nordholt told, in aclear, straight- 
forward way, the story of how his 
mother became enamored of the man 
Bentley; of his own protests 
against his mother’s proposed marriage 
with the fellow, who, he explained to 
her, was insincere; by repeating the 
propositions Bentley had often made 
third parties who might aid him to an 
advantageous marriage; of his assur- 
ances to his mother that her children 
would care for herin her old age, when 
she expressed her fear that he, the last 
of the children that was single, would 


e told how Bentley had hoodwinked 
the old lady into deeding her remaining 
property to him; of his mother’s wun- 
willingness to condemn Bentley even 
after he had left ber in San Fran- 
cisco alone while he stole away to 
record the deeds to the property he had 
induced her to make over. The story 
of Bentley representing to his . wife 
that he had valuable mines in Arizona 
was retold by Mr. Nordholt. . 

Young Nordholt told how Bentley had 
left for San Francisco, carrying with 
him the deeds to the property madé 
over, while telling his wife that he was 
going to Arizona; of a letter to his 
mother, where Bentley stated that he 
had received $5000 on account, ona 
sale of one of his mining properties, 
when it was known that he was in San 
Fraacisco.—_ 

Mr. Nordholt said that he was sus- 
picious of Bentley from the first, and 
when this letter was shown him, told 
his mother that Bentley was certainly 
in San Francisco, and he’believed was 
trying to dispose of the property and 
leave for Australia, as he had talked of 
doing to an acquaintance, and prevailed 
upon his mother to allow him to inves- 
tigate the matter. Taking the train at 
the Arcade Depot he was surprised to 
see Hayford, now. Bentley’s attorney, 
then his mother’s legal advisor, board 
the train, and still more surprised when 
he gave him directions where to find 
Bentley in San Francisco. 

Arriving in San Francisco young 
Nordholt found that Bentley had disap- 
peared, and hastily informing his 
mother, she, the next day, telegraphed 
hi.a that Bentley had returned to Los 
Angeles, which proved to young Nord-. 
holt’s mind that Bentley had been ap- 
praised of his coming; this caused the 
first suspicions against the attorney. 

Young Nordholt said he had left home 
New Year’s eve to attend a party, and 
left his mother in the best. of spirits; 
arriving home after midnight Bentley 
pushed open the door of the room he 
and his wife occupied and asked: ‘Is 
that you, Will?’ Getting up at 6 
o’clock he started up town, when his 
mother, whom he had just greeted with 
wishes for a happy New Year, an- 
swered him gaily. from her room and re- 
quested him to be home for dinner; that 
he would appreciate the bill of fare she 
hadin mind. 

“The next time J] saw my mother,’’ 
explained Mr. Nordholt, ‘‘was just after 
8 o'clock, and she was dying. She did 
not speak, Her arms were doubled up- 
ward and rigid, while her eyes were 
wide open and the pupils dilated and 
froth was issuing from her mouth. I 
was driving past the corner of Fourth 
and Spring streets when Mr. Bentley 
called tome. A man was with him, 
whom he introduced as a doctor, and in- 
forming me that mother was very sick, 
asked me to take the doctor and hurry 
to the house; that he would follow 
afoot. Jdid so, and found mother as 
Il have explained. She died soon after 
we arrived.”’ 

Mr. Nordholt said he had often seen 
Bentley give his mother medicine out 
of a bottle he Baperently kept. with 
him; a yellow liquid that be poured in 
a spoon to “administer; his mother al- 
ways. protested against taking this 
medicine, but he would coax or force 
her to take it. 

“Mr. Bentley felt troubled,’’ said 
young Nordholt, ‘‘until Dr. de Szigethy 
gave him a certificate of mother’s 
death, and seemed especially exuberant 


when he found the ‘cause’ being noted 


as ‘heart failure,’ and exclaimed, 
is good, that is good.’”’ 
WHAT DR. BURNETT SAW. 
Dr. Burnett, the physician who vis- 
ited the dying woman, as related, with 
Will Nordhgit, said, upon being called 
to the witnéss stand, that answering a 
telephone summons, he went ‘to 
Vaughn's drug store and found Bentley, 
who said his wife was very sick; that 
he did not know what was the matter 
with her, but believed it to be heart

DR. DE SZIGETHY’S STATEMENT. _ 

Dr. de Szigethy, being called, said 
he knew the deceased since about April 
26 last, when he was called in aregular 
way and found the lady suffering from 
accute dropsy. He also found that she 
was suffering from affection of the kid- 
neys and treated her for both. ‘Yes, 
her heart would naturally become af- 
fected should the disease continue,’’ 
said the doctor, and continued: 
treated Mrs. Bentley for enlargement 
of the liver, and found quan- 


tities of albumen in her urine. 
By ‘May she was much better. 
In December Mrs. Bentley, who 


was out driving, summoned me while I 
.was passing and consulted me regarding 
her liver again. I prescribed cascara, 
a harmless drug, and calculated to move 
the bowels.’’ 

Dr. de Szigethy said he never gave or 
prescribed any sort of medicine for Mrs. 
Bentley that contained strycnia in any 
form, and continued: ‘‘On thé morning 
of January 1st I was called early to an- 
other part of thecity, hence the sum- 
mons from Mr. Bentley did not reach 
me until about 10 o’clock, when I has- 
tened to the house only to find Mrs. 
Bentley dead. She must have been 
dead over an hour. Her upper extrem- 
ities were drawn and rigid, and from 
feeling through the bed clothing I found 
her lower limbs frigid. A liquid was 
oozing from her mouth. Will Nordholt 
asked if I thought his mother died from 
heart disease. I told him I didn’t know. 
I made no special examination of the 
body, and left soon. I signed-the cer- 
tificate of death when brought by the 
undertaker without further inquiry. 
Yes, it stated death was caused by 
heart failure.’ 

THE HOUSEKEEPER’S STORY. 

Clotilde Focada, the housekeeper for 
Mrs. Bentley, testified through an in- 
terpreter that she had been with the 


et married and leave her in loneliness. |.family about one month before Mrs. 


Bentley’s death and remained eight 
days afterward. She said: ‘I arose 
‘about 6.80 o’clock on ithe morning of 
New Year’s day and ‘came downstairs 
to makea fire in the kitchen, when, 
as I was passing Mrs, Nordholt’s 
room, she called to me, and, 
after New Year’s greeting, asked 
me what I was going to prepare 
for breakfast. 
the best of spirits. About 8:80 o’clock 
Mr. Bentley came into the ‘kitchen half 
dressed and told me his wife was very 
sick. I went into the room and saw 
her with her arms doubled tight to her 
body and her eyes wide open and fixed, 
while froth was running from her 
mouth. I started to raise her up, re- 
marking she had the cramps, when Mr. 
Bentley waved me aside, saying, yes, 
she has the cramps. She is dying, 
don’t yousee? Let her die! ‘I did not 
stay in the room long;’as Mrs. Pony- 
fourcat, Mrs. Bentley’s daughter, and 
others came. 7 

‘Tl often saw Mr. Bentley giving his 
wife medicine; in fact, three times a 
day he gave her two kinds of medicine; 
one clear like water, another the color 
of coffee. Every time she took the 
medicine she would be sick and have 
cramps in the stomach and slight con- 
vulsions, and every time Mr. Bentley 
would offer it to her she would protest, 
often pushing him away violently, ex- 
claiming, ‘you want to murder'me,’ 
‘I won’t take it,’ and similar protesta- 
tions and accusations, but he always 
succeeded in giving it to her, some- 
times by petting her and kissing her 
into. submission, sometimes by force. 
Yes, each time she took the medicine 
she = very sick for a while, 

“Mr. Bentley always wrapped paper 
around the bottles and held Taneu eo I 
could not see the labels or directions, if 
any were onthem, although J tried in 
every way to get a glimpse of them at 
the request of Mrs. Bentley, who also 
had me watch her husband to discover 
where he kept the bottles, and to 
search the drawers and cupboards and 
all places calculated to hide them, as 
she wanted them destroyed. Mrs. 
Bentley often told her husband he was 
trying to poison her, and, on one occa- 
sion, when Mr. Bentley became 
angry, she told to her 
husband if the medicines he was giving 
her were by the doctor’s order. I did 
so, and Bentley excitedly admonished 
me to. say ‘Yes.’”’ 

When the housekeeper asked Bentley 
to see the bottle, or show it to his wife 
to satisfy her, he said, royghly; ‘*You 
don’t need to see the bottlé; I know 
what I’m doing.’’. 

MEDICAL TESTIMONY. 

The testimony of Mr. Hance, -the 
chemist who made the analysis, showed 
that there was strychniae found in suf- 
ficient quantities to kill two healthy 
people. : | 

Dr. Wernigk testified to having as- 
sisted in the post-mortem ‘examination 
and having removed by order of the 
Coroner the stomach, heart, liver and 
afterward the brain of the woman, and 
accompanying those portions to the city 
saw them locked up and seal placed 
upon the lock. He had also seen a small 
portion of the fluid, the residue of the 
distillation of the, stomach, injected 
intoa cat, which caused thé animal to 
be thrown into convulsions for fifteen 
minutes and cause paralysis of its hind 
parts. 

Dr. Wernigk also testified that the 
liver was enlarged, and that the heart 
was about twice its proper weight. 
_ Anthony Schwamm testified that he 
was a notary public, and that he. re- 
ceivedthe heart, liver end stomach, 
and the next day the, brain of the 
woman, and locked them up, placing a 
seal on the lock, and that he broke the 
seal to deliver the organs, as required 
by the chemist, and in the presence of 
witnesses.

an examination into the causes of the 
woman’s death, and why he signed the 
certificate without so doing, and fur- 
ther refrained from asking similar 
leading questions of this witness (the 
undertaker,) fearing they might be 
censured through thepress. | 

The juror suggested that he, under 
those circumstances, was placed on an 
equal footing with the others, and the 
testimony closed, when the jury re- 
tired to deliberate, and shortly returned 
the verdict above given. :

Double Dealing in County Division, 
In our local report of yesterday’s 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors a 


| surprising fact is brought out with ref- 


erence to the much-discussed and much- 
manipulated project of county division. 
A delegation of divisionists from Po-- 
mona appeared before the board, and, 
in the course of the statement deliv- 
ered by their spokesman, Dr. Brown, 
‘the charge was openly made that 
Charles Silent, a member of the Citi- 
zens’ Non-partisan Reform Association 
of Los Angeles, had appeared in 
Pomona. with a committee of the 
association for ‘the ostensible pur-. 
pose of opposing the San Antonic 
county scheme, but while there had 
actually taken the opposite tack, stat- 
ing that if the advocates of the pro- 
posed new county would so modify its 
lines as».to..leave out a rancho near 
Azusa in which Silent is interested, he 
would” withdraw his opposition to di- 
vision, return to Los Angeles, and ‘‘use 
bis infiuence”’ in favor of division! 

This is a curious revelation, showing 
the remarkable straightforwardness 
and unselfishness of this aforetime deni- 
zen of San José and Arizona, who has 
been posing here as a reformer and an 
advocate of the solidarity of Los An- 
geles county. Explanations are in or- 
der, and the question of reconstructing 
and reforming the membership of the 
Citizens’ Non-partisan Reform Associa: 
tion becomes a pertinent one, 


A Wild Theory of Reforms 

The unsettled and unsettling relations 
of labor and capital, which have been 
brought so prominently to the attention 
of the country within the past year, 
have called out the protessional and 
| amatenr political economists in foree, 
and we are now in the period of sugges 
tions for a new and improved industrial 
system. A great many plans have been 
presented for reconciling the long- 
standing differences between the two 
principal factors in industry, and some 
undoubtedly embody good ideas, some 
are quite indifferent and some wholly 
bad. In the last named class, we think, 
belongs a system outlined by Oren B. 
‘Taft in the January number of the North 
American Review. Mr. Taft sets ont 
with three generalizations, briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 

. First—Capital has already an ex- 
istence in the stattites, enabling it to 
enforce, as well as to defend, its rights. 
Having such an existence, it may be 
compelled to discharge its duties. 
‘Labor itself must have a legal standing 
Oflike importance, and for the same 
/¥Yeasons. 

_ Second—All interests involved must 
reckon upon the expanding and in- 
spiring influences of the American po- 
litical and social idea; this country be- 
gan its career by declaring that allmen 
are born free and. equal; there was to 
be no law save that of ability and op- 
portunity to stand between what any 
man has rfgntfully accomplished and 
“what any other might; it made each 
} man the peer of every other for every 
lawful personal interest he might have. 

'Third—That labor, competent to or- 
ganize and direct itself, is something 
more than a community. 

After formulating these propositions,. 
Mr. Taft concludes that we are.on the 
eve of one of those rare events when, 
in the evolution of commercial econ- 
omy,.an entirely new factor is to come 
into affairs; when organized labor is to 
take its place in law and the courts by 
the side of and be the equal of capital, 
with like recognition. Hethen outlines, 
a law to meet the situation as follows: 
-Any nomber of persons more than 
(say) five in number, who may desire to 
form a society, organization or corpora- 
tion, whose purpose shall be to promote 
the interests of its members in the joint 
control and management of their labor, 
in whatever pertains to such labor, as 
wages, time, etc., shall be required to 
file (with the proper officer of the State, 
to be determined in forming this law) 
a certificate, signed by all its members, 
stating its object, including the kind of 
labor proposed to be done and its ability 
to perform it, where located, etc. ; such 
certificate to state the full name, age, 
residence and the married or single 
condition of each member. This cer- 
tificate shall also be recorded in the 
county where such organization is lo- 
cated, andif it does business in more 
than one county, then in every such 
county; all changes in membership or 
residence to be madea matter of record 
within five davs; no withdrawal to be 
allowed during existing contracts en- 
tered into by the organization. 

-This corporation shall in law be cap- 
able of suing and being sued, have and 
use a common seal; shall have a board 
of managers with power, under restric- 
tions to be determined, of making con- 
tracts involving the time, wages and 
labor of all or any. portion of its mem- 
bers, as comprehended within the pur- 
‘pose for which organized. The mem- 
bership being a voluntary one, with a 
declared ability to perform its con- 
tracts, the courts shall be given power 
toenforce the labor of its members, 
jointly or severally, as the case may 
be, in the fulfillment of any contract, 
‘to the extent of imprisonment in case 
of failure or refusal, the health and 
physical ability at the time, if pleaded, 
to be a matter within the discretion of 
the court, the usual proper means of 
determining the same being used. A 
desertion from the organization, fail- 


ure,to respond to. summons, or taking | 


oneself beyond the jurisdiction of the 
court, pending any adjudication, to be 
a contempt of court, shall be punish- 
tle by imprisonment or fine or both, 
in the discretion of the court, with 
power to reach the person in any of 
the States permitting it or having 
adopted the law; a money equivalent 


contract under consideration in court 
always to be accepted, the principle 
being that the person of the laborer (it 
being his capital) is held only as an off- 


which is money or its-équivalent, 


organizations, known as, or in the na- 
ture of, ‘‘Federations of Labor,’’ shall 
be‘declared unlawful, after giving them 
‘a proper time, say three or six months, 
in which to reorganize, ifthey so wish, 
under the new law. The members of 
such existing organizations after sucha 


having comptied with the law, shall be 
subject to arrest and a penalty by im- 
prisonment to be inflicted as may be 
determined. 

How a man claiming a logical faculty 
can lay down such premises and follow 


} with such a non sequitur of a conclu- 


sion, we fail to understand. This plan 
is sufficiently bad from the standpoimt 
of capital to utterly condemn it, because 
it would legalize all "the coercions hith- 


and only increase the breach between 
employer and emplové. 


But, bad as it is in this light, it is in- 


finitely worse from the standpoint of 
It proposes to take away - 


the’ laborer. 
from him entirely his rights as an indi- 
vidual. Jt makes him an unrecognized 
factor in a sort of Chinese Six Compa- 
nies scheme, and if he does not choose 
to follow the mandates of that organi- 
zation, it lays hands on him and throws 
him into jail. It follows him, like 


a runaway. slave, into another State 
and brings him back to the jurisdiction 


of his master. It does not even allow 
him to handle the proceeds of his own 
labor, but he must take from the labor 
company what it chooses to let him 
have. And Mr. Taft soberly proposes 
this as a way of maintaining the ‘‘life, 
liberty and pursuit of happiness’’ to 
free American labor! The suggestion 
of such a thing shows that he has not 
the faintest appreciation of what an 
American workingman is or ought to be. 
Mr. Taft must be a foreign political 
economist, newly arrived. It is safe to 
say that the great mass of American lIa- 
borers would not entertain such a prop- 
osition for a moment, even if it came 
from the heads of the Federation of La- 
bor, the Amalgamated Iron-workers and 
the Brotherhood of everything com- 
bined. 
The chief criticism against present 
labor organizations in the United States 
is that they do not appreciate fully 
enough the American system of regu- 
lating business complications. They. 
have been too prone to break over the 
law and resort to foreign systems of 
boycott and coercion, and have preju- 
diced themselves and their cause 
thereby. With peaceful and lawful 
méthods employed in sustaining their 
rights and furthering their interests, 
they are certain to have the sympathies 
ofthe majority of the people with them, 
and they can accomplish anything that 
is reasonable. But they must agi- 
tate for their rights and _ secure 
them by recognized American meth- 
ods. They can secure nothing by 
violence and. lawlessness. It would 
be a fatal step, then, to attempt 
to legalize and perpetiate the 
forms of coercion already adopted by 
labor organizations toward laborers in 
general, and give to such organizations 
despotic sway. This is exactly the way 
not to proceed. All the efforts of leg- 
islation on these industrial matters 
should be to dignify and strengthen the 
position of the individual laborer; to 
make him as far as possible the abso- 
lute master of his own efforts; to im- 
press him with the idea that he has the 
same. rights as every other citizen; to 
make him understand that he need never 
go outside the law to secure justice. 
This is the way to build up law-abid- 
ing, self-respecting, intelligent and 
prosperous citizens of the Republic; to 
open before them the avenues of im- 
provement, and make it possible for the 
laborer of today to become the capital- 
ist of tomorrow. We could quote Mr. 
Taft’s general propositions back at him 
‘and condemn his plan by every one of 
them. 
‘When our legislators feel it .incum- 
bent upon them to introduce bills seek-

A synopsis of the annual financial state- 
ment of the secretary, John Habbick, has 
already appeared in these columns.

Bids were 
again advertised for, and another contract 
entered into with Carmichael and McGil- 
liard for the continuation of the tunnels 
from the points reached by contract No. 1, 
and the work so far is progressing favor- 


_ably and giving. encouraging promise of 


large accessions to the supply aiready de- 
veloped, which is believed to be at the preés- 
ent time at least.

This large body of water right in the heart 
of our city makes it not only one of the 
greatest attractions of Pasadena, but will 
forever shut the mouths of our envious 
neighbors and our real estate men will only 
have to point our Eastern visitors to it asa 
conclusive argument against any scarcity of 
water in the future for Pasadena.”’ 
JUSTICE LAWRENCE RISES TO EXPLAIN, 

As reported in yesterday's issue of THE 
TIMES, the appeal of W: H. Syme from the 
verdict of a jury in Justice Lawrence’s 
Court recently, charging him with a mis- 
demeanor by removing a building at- 
tached to property held under mortgage 
by the SanGabriel Valley Bank, was sus- 
tained by Judge Smith of the Superior 
Court, and the judgment of the lower 
court reversed. | 

Justice Lawrence states that the charge 
of malicious mischief was not made in the 
original complaint, «and that the notes in 
the regard made by the defendant’s attor- 
ney are incorrect. The Justice states also 
that he did not instruct the jury to find. 
either for or against the defendant. The 
principal point in Judge ‘Smith's decision, 
is that the demurrer should have been sus- 
tained and the action dismissed without 
trial, in which connection Justice Lawrence 
rises toexplain that this demurrer was 
overruled by ex-Justice Gardner prior to 
his going out of office, and that he (Justice 
Lawrence) had nothing whatever to do

“Mr, Hare, the railroad agent at Los 
Olivos was shot iast nightin our depot by 
two men—a third watching outside. De- 
scription of the two men inside: One 5 
feet high, smooth, full, effeminate face, 
blue overalls, shoes without heels, short 
sack coat, black derby hat with narrow, 
stiff rim, sandy hair, thick hips, small feet; 
other, 6 feet, soft black felt hat, wide brim, 
light sandy moustache, eyes slightly 
crossed, short, brown, sack coat, blue over- 


alls, brogan shoes; third man, about 17 
years of age.”’ 3 
It is reported that the agent is mortally 


wounded. 


It will be noted that the ‘first description 
points strongly to a woman in disguise.
